The forecast was based on condi- 


tions prevailing August 1 and on the 
nren in cultivation July 1, less the 10- 
year average abandonment which was 
announced as 33/<!dr100 acres. 


The crop reporting board said the 


final out-turn 
.vould depend upon 


whether various influences affecting 
Ihc crop during the remainder.of the 
reason arc more or less favorable than 
usual. 


Lust year's crop was 12,398,882 equiv- 


alent 500-pound bales. 


This year's acreage in cultivation in 


Arkansas, less the 10-year average 
abandonment, was placed at 3,040,000. 


The condition of the crop was report- 


ed to be 84 per cent normal, and indi- 
cated production in Arkansas would 
be 1,493,000 bales.

At least 115 persons died in automo- 


bile accidents throughout the nation 
over the week-end as thousands of mo- 
torists sought relief from the heat 
wave on highways jammed with holi- 
day traffic. 


Five persons wore killed and three 
njured in a head-on collision of two 
pleasure cars near Rome, N. Y. Near 
Toledo a Chicago-bound bus hurtled 
into a ditch, injuring 36 of its occu- 
pants. 


Since the- first of this year Los An- 


geles county, California, alone has had 
1,075 fatalities from traffic accidents, 
the coroner's office there reported. The 
county's annual list of casualties is 
one of the highest in the country.

Sunday and was averaging 112 bar- 
rels of oil an hour through a three- 
eights inch choke. The Burford-Ger- 
ald well, located one-half mile south- 
west of the McClanahan Capps discov- 
ery well, came in about the same time 
with an hourly flow of 50 barrels 
through three-eights inch choke. 


The third completion of the day 


was the Burford-Capps No. 1 which 
came in as a gascr, making 40,000,000 
cubic feet of gas and approximately 
20 barrels of oil and hour.

the human body.

It is not certain that we have isolat- 


ed.all of the vitamins that are of im- 
portance in human life. Nor is it cer- 
tain that we know all we should know 
about any one of the vitamins already 
isolated. 


In addition to the vitamins that have 


been mentioned, we know that the 
fatty acids contain some substances 
necessary to health and life and that a 
deficiency in these substances may re- 
sult to certain symptoms related to the 
skin, in hemorrhage and in similar 
conditions. 


One of these particularly is the sub- 


stance known as linoleic acid, which 
has also been called vitamin F. For- 
tunately, this vitamin is present in milk 
and milk products, eggs, the leafy veg- 
etables, olive oil and similar oils, and 
is therefore not likely to be missed in 
most well-balanced diets. 


We know that there are 12 mineral 


elements at least that are necessary 
for the normal iiuman being. They 
include 
calcium, 
chlorine, copper, 


iodine, iron, magnesium, manganese, 
phosphorus, potassium, sodium, sul- 
phur and zinc. Other elements as 
well are sometimes found in the body, 
but whether their appearance is nec- 
essary has not yet been determined. 


We know that the human body has 


to have oxygen and water. Here again, 
however, the effect is not like that of 
the vitamins. 


We know that the human being must 


have in his diet some of the anti- 
anemic factor, which is found in the 
liver, in the kidney, and in the wall of 
the stomach. We do not know, how- 
ever, the exact nature of this anti- 
anemic factor. 


We know merely that when people 


have pernicious anemia that this fac- 
tor seems to be absent from their bod- 
ies and the giving of this factor in the 
food brings about an improvement in 
the formation of red blood cells and 
thereby provides a control of the 
anemic condition. 


Because of knowledge of the vita- 


mins is only beginning to be develop- 
ed and because the public has not been 
fully informed concerning these sub- 
stances, many promoters endeavor to 
fool people by making claims about 
new vitamins and uring people to use, 
internally or externally, preparations 
alleged to contain these new vitamins.

Now a 
British royal commission has rec- 
ommended that the ancient coun- 
try be divided into three parts: an 
Arab state, a Jewish state, and a 
British>eontrolled neutral area in- 
cluding Jerusalem, Bethlehem and 
Nazareth. 


Since 1917 from the day that 


he late Lord Balfour promised to 
provide a "national home lor 
ewry" in the Holy Land, the 
Jewish people have clamored tor 
ontrol of Palestine. And for 1500 
years the Arabs have considered 
this as "their country." Hence 
the rising tide of bitterness in re- 
cent years as the Jews have be- 
gun to repopulate the territory. 


While the royal commission's 


plan goes before the League of 
Nations, 
12,000 British troops 


guard the 1,000,000 Arabs and 
400,000 Jewish colonists. Under 
the plan, by far the greater por- 
tion of the land would go to 
Arabs, but Jews; would be aided 
in their colonization efforts. The 
government would also spend 
$10,000,000 for development of 
vast, backward trans-Jordania.
